Stung to Action, ey- 
Minister Stevens 


Dips His Caustic Brush in 
Kilauea’s Fires, 


And Paints a Picture That Will 
Burn Awhile. 


He Charges Mr. Blount With 
Untruths. 


The Old Diplomat and the ‘‘Neophyte’’— 
The Oifer of Quarters—No Miss- 
ing Files—Landing 
the Troops. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

AUGUSTA (Me.,) Nov. 29.—(By the 
Associated Press.) Ex-Minister Stev- 
ens has made the following answer to 
Commissioner Blount: 

“A deep sense of obligation to my 
country, and a minister’s duty to de- 
fend an insult threatened against a 
struggling American colony, planted as 
righteously and firmly on the North 
Pacific isles as our Pilgrim fathers 
established themselves on Plymouth 
Rock, demand that I shall make an- 
swer to the astounding misrepresenta- 
tions and untruths of Commissioner 


Blount’s report on Hawaiian affairs. 
A NEOPHYTE. 
“Not wishing to be severe on a neo- 


phyte in diplomacy, with little knowl- 
edge of the world’s affairs outside of 
his own country, sent on a very pe- 
cullar errand, amid currents and quick- 
sands entirely unknown to him, I say 
that he has been partly a victim of 
circumstances, having been caught in 
meshes and snares adroitly prepared 
for him by the cunning advisers of the 
fallen Liliuokalani, and by the shrewd, 
sharp, long-experienced British diplo- 
matic agent, whose aims and hopes 
Blount has served so well and without 
the least suspicion that he was aiding 
ultra-British interests even more than 
he was helping Hawaiian Monarchists 
in the just dethronement of the Queen. 

“It is clear enough, from Blount’s 
manner from the day of his arrival at 
Honolulu, as well as by his letter to 
the Department of State, written 
shortly after, that he designed, at 
whatever cost, to repudiate the views 
and action of the recently-terminated 
administration, and that, in order to 
do so, must impugn the action of Min- 
ister Stevens and the commander of 
the U.S.S. Boston. 

OFFER OF QUARTERS. 

“A total stranger, it was impossi- 
ble for Mr. Blount to know how unfit- 
ting. it was for him to take up his 
quarters where he was certain to be 
surrounded by Royalists, and where the 
supporters of the provisional govern- 
ment would be reluctant to go. As a 
precautionary safeguard against shut- 
ting out Americans from ready access 
to Commissioner Blount, a wealthy and 
highly respectable widow of the 
American colony was willing to grant 
the use of her house to Mr. and Mrs. 
Blount, the Commissioner to pay the 
same amount that it would cost him to 
live at the Royalists’ hotel? This polite 
offer of an American resident to an 
American commissioner did not origin- 
ate with the provisional government 
nor did the provisional government 
have anyfhing whatever to do with the 
proposed arrangement. 

“A committee of three American cit- 
izens, born and educated in the United 
States, men who had not taken part 
in the revolutionary proceedings of the 
previous weeks, went on board. the 
Rush, when that vessel came into the 
harbor. At the request of the three 
American gentlemen, I introduced them 
to Mr. Blount. His manner of receiving 
their visit repelled them, and they 
asked me to state the reasons why it 
would not be pleasant to him, and 
better for all concerned, not to go to 
the Royalists’ hotel, but to take resi- 
dence on nevtral ground, where he 
would be master of his own surround- 
ings. As delicately as I could, I stated 
the offer of the committee of his coun- 
trymen, pointing out to him that, by 
accepting their proposal, he would be 
near the archives of the Legation, which 
he could conveniently use, and which 
I would be pleased, at once, to place 
at his disposal. Brusquely, he refused 
the courteous and  honestly-intended 
offer of hs countrymen, and at once 
placed himself among Royalists and 
ultra-English surroundings. 

PERVERSIONS. 

“All insinuations and-implications in 
Blount’s report that I was averse to 
his access to the Legation records, is 
a shameless pervision of facts. I 
took to him the printed dispatches of 
Minister Merrill to Secretary Bayard; 
the printed records of the recently-ad- 
journed Legislature, containing the rec- 
orded votes for and against the lottery 
gang, the recorded votes,as to the re- 
cent changes of ministers, and the of- 
ficial copy of the lottery charter, evi- 
dence of decisive value. If he had 
really come to Honolulu for any other 
purpose than to convict Harrison's ad- 
ministration, and the Senate Foreign 
Affairs Committee of hasty and ill-ad- 
vised action in January and February 
last; his manner, while allowing me to 
leave these important documents in his 
room, showed that he cared not to 
receive them, and the general drift of 
his reply indicates that he did not 
read them. 

“Under date of April 21, he says he 
disapproved of the request of the pro- 
visional government that the American 
forces be landed for drill, I here affirm 
that the provisional government never 
made such arequest. The provisional 


government followed the exact course 
follewed by the monarchy.” 
Referring toa Blount’s assertion that

he put an end to the Hawaiian 
anxiety about Japanese encroachments, 
Mr. Stevens recites in detail numerous 
interviews with the Japanese Minister 


Blount’s claim is a pure assupmtion. 
NOT TRUE. 

‘In Blount’s report, as given to the 
press, I find the following: “Two lead- 
ing members of the committee, Messrs. 
Thurston and Smith, growing uneasy 
as to the safety of their persons, wen 
to Minister Stevens to know if he 
protect them in event of their arrest 
by the authorities, to which he gave 
his assent.’ It is enough to say that 
there is no semblance of truth in this 
assertion 6f Blount, made by him with- 
out him ever having hinted it to me or 
made any inquiry of me on the subject. 
He thus gives the signature of his in- 
dorsement to a charge I[ have never 
even heard of until I found it in 
Blount’s printed report, 

“He says the response to the call of 
the Committee of Safety to land the 
men of the Boston ‘does not appear in 
the files of the Legation.” The meaning 
of this insinuation is obvious. It is 
enough to say there never was any 
such document. I received the informa- 
tion of the Committee of Safety for 
what it was worth, as I received other 
information on the same subject. I 
should have requested Capt. Wiltse to 
have landed his force, even had not the 
committee requested it. Blount square- 
ly asserts that I promised to aid the 
Committee of Safety by force. This 
is emphatically and catagorically un- 
true. 

“In reply to radical parties at differ- 
ent times, whether the representatives 
of the Queen or her opponents, my 
answer was always the same, that 
the force should not land unitl danger 
should be plainly imminent and then 
only to protect American life and prop- 
erty, and to no one did I ever hint 
that I could or would recognize any 
but a de facto government, whether 
monarchical or republican. 

“As I said in my letter to Secretary 
Gresham. I here reaffirm that the Roy- 
alists and their opponents had equal ac- 
cess to the Legation and to its official 
head. The best answer to the ground- 
less charge that I promised to use 
force against the Queen, is an order 
from Capt. Wiltse and officers and men 
to ‘remain passive,’. and that no force 
was used, though the Queen, through 
her ministers, strongly requested it 
hours before the provirional govern- 
ment was recognized by me and all 
other diplomatic representatives in 
Honolulu.”’ 

MGRE REPUTATIONS. 


Mr. Stevens states that he had no 
knowledge of the meeting of the Com- 
mittee of Safety at ‘the residence of 
Henry Waterhouse on January 16, and 
that his first information as to the per- 
sons at that meeting was obtained from 
Blount’s report. Regarding the expec- 
tations and hopes of #e Queen and her 
representatives on the exd@iting days of 
January 14 and 17, @md the views and 
hopes of her opponents, Mr. Stevens 
quotes the Queen’s Jetter tc him, The 
report of Capt. WiltSe to the Navy De- 
partment. and the order of Capt. Wiltse 
to Commanedr Swineburn, show that 
the landing of troops was to protect the 
legation and the lives and property of 
American citizens, and preserve order. 

“The copy of the call of the Conimit- 
tee of Safety, which Blount insinuates 
I wished to conceal from him, had been 
promptly forwarded to Washington in 
January, and was in the printed pam- 
phiet of the State Department docu- 
ments ordered published by the Sen- 
ate, a copy of which I suppose Blount 
must have brought with him when he 
came to the islands. As soon as this 
astute Commissioner ascertained that 
Néumann was in full accord with 
Spreckels and Blount himself for Lili- 
uokalani’s restoration to the throne, 
at once Blount immediately learned 
that Neumann is a ‘right down’ good 
fellow. So much for the conclusive 
evidence that Spreckels, Neumann and 
Blount were then, as now, rowing the 
same boat, and closely linked in a 
conspiracy to damage the action of 
Harrison’s administration and the Sen- 
ate Committee on Foreign Affairs on 
the question of annexation.” 


THE PARTIES. 


Stevens devotes considerable space to 
showing the disreputable character of 
the persons furnishing affidavits to 
Blount, being especially severe on John 
F. Colburn, A. P. Peterson, Charles T. 
Hopkins and Dr. Froisseau. He says 
that the testimony of hundreds of such 
would not counterbalance the words of 
Minister Thurston, President Dole and 
Henry Waterhouse among honest men 
who know the respective parties. 

‘As to Wilson, the Queen’s favorite 
for many years, whom Blount attempts 
to whitewash, I will not soil these pages 
by giving even the notorious facts in 
his record. As to my recognition of the 
provisional government, I reaffirm what 
I said in my recent letter to Secretary 
Gresham. Queen Liluokalani inaugu- 
rated the revolution by attempting 10 
destroy the constitution by revolution- 
ary means. From Saturday afternoon, 
January 14, to January 16, there was no 
government in Honolulu, except in the 
united and self-possessed attitude of the 
citiens. who assembled in the great 
rass-meeting of January 16, and con- 
summated the efforts for law and order 


government on the 17th, .which was 


"y promptly acknowledged by all foreign 
,representatives who were familiar with 


‘the circumstances of its creation. 

“Tt was nearly fifty hours after Lil- 
ivokalani and her favorites had de- 
stroyed her throne by a revolutionary 
outbreak, when the men of the Bos- 
ton landed.

An Income Tax to Be 


Reported, 


But Opinions Differ About 
Its Scope. 


Held Corporations Only Should 
Be Taxed, 


Together With Aliens or Non- 
residents, 


The Internal Revenue Schedule May Be 
Adopted at the Next Meeting— 
Protests Against the 
Wilson Bill. 


{ By Telegraph to The Times. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 29.—(By the 
Associated Press.) The Democratic 
members of the Ways and Means Com- 
mittee met this afternoon, to consider 
the internal revenue and income-tax 
schedules of the new tariff bill. A full 
meeting of the committee has been 
called for Friday. 7 

The income-tax question was the 
principal theme of discussion today. 
It was definitely concluded that such 
a plan should be reported, but there 
was much diversity of opinion as to 
its scope. Messrs. Ryan, McMillin, 
Whiting and others favored a plan pro- 
viding for a gradual tax on all incomes 
in excess of $5000, but other members 
of the committee urged that the plan 
adopted should only apply to wealthy 
corporations and companies holding 
exclusive franchises, and that §indi- 
viduals should not be included in its 
provisions. 

It is, therefore, on these questions of 
detail only that any trouble now re- 
mains. An income-tax plan is to be re- 
ported, a#™d will impose a tax upon the 
incomes of corporations, companies 
holding valuable and exclusive fran- 
chises, legaci and inheritances and 
sucessions of ‘all kinds, and possibly 
on all incomes accruing to foreigners 
and non-residents. 

During the meeting Secretary Car- 
lisle participated in the conference 
on the internal-revenue schedules, and 
gave a brief history of the income-tax 
system in; vogue during and after the 
close of fe war. He did not seem op- 
posed to the system, which confined 
its operations to the tax on corpora- 
tions, successions, etc., and, indeed, 
the whole Democratic membership of 
the committee now seems favorable to 
this plan; the only difference of opin- 
fon being on the taxation of individ- 
ual incomes. 

The Democrats met again tonight at 
the residence of Secretary Carlisle, and 
resumed the discussion of various plans 
for the income tax, and it was thought 
probable that the internal revenue 
schedule might be completed by the 
next meeting of the committee. 

“BY THEIR FRUITS,” ETC. - 

BOSTON. Nov. 29.—The Nonantum 
Worsted Company, which has been in 
operation without interruption for four- 
teen years, has notified 800 hands that 
the reduction of the tariff as proposed 
by the new law. will necessitate the 
reduction of wages or stoppage of 
the mills. 

THE COAL SCHEDULE. 

OMAHA, Nov. 29.—Joseph Childberg, 
sales agent of the coal department of 
the Union Pacific, speaking of the new 
tariff bill in which the duty of 75 cents 
on foreign coals is removed, said: “If 
this bill becomes a law, it will com- 
pletely drive the Union Pacific out of 
the Coast markets, and makean annual 
difference to us of between 350,000 and 
500.000 tons. If this reduction would 
benefit the consumer, it would not be 
bad, but it will not affect him in any 
way, as it will go to the producer and 
broker, where all reductions usually go 
in tariff questions,”’ 


OPPORTUNITY FOR FRAUD, 


The Metal Schedule of the Wilson Bill Con- 
tains a ‘‘Joker.’’ 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 29.—(By the 
Associated Press.) Silver and lead min- 
ers will find in the new tariff bill some- 
thing to think over besides the clause 
placing silver-lead ore on the free list in 
the proposition to make bond ware- 
houses of all smelters. It is claimed 
this , will afford an opportunity for 
fraud, if the smelter should Wesire to 
engage in it, and that it would still 
fuxyther increase the importation of 
foreign-mined ores. 

The metal schedule provides for a 
duty of 15 per cent. ad valorem on lead 
ore, and for no duty on ore containing 
both silver and lead, in which silver is 
of greater value than lead. It will be 
left to the Treasury Department to fix 
regulations under which the ores shall 
be admitted, and if the department of- 
ficials should be friendly to the smel- 
ters, it is argued that it would be a 
very easy matter to admit Almost all 
lead ores under the sdéver-lead classifi- 
cation. There is a prospect that the 
bonded-warehouse proposition will be 
strongly antagonized. 

The sugar-raisers of the country—or 
very many of them—are not satisfied 
with the proposition to gradually abol- 
ish the sugar bounty, as intended in 
the Wilson bill, and will continue their 
contest in the Senate and House, with 
the hope of securing a modification of 
the clause, if they cannot get it 
stricken out entirely. 

They assert that, under the promise 
of a continuation of the bounty granted 
by the McKinley law, which they con- 
strue as a time contract, they had ey- 
ery reason to suppose that the 2-cents- 
a-pound bounty would be continued fif- 
teen years from the time when the 
bounty. was provided, and say that 


they will push their fight to the ut- 
most limit, with the hope of securing 
better terms than the Wilson bill gives.

They say that, with business once 
well started, the United States can pro- 
duce all the sugar that the people of 
this country will consume, and thus 
keep at home over $100,000,000 annually, 
now sent abroad for sugar. The sor- 
ghum and beet-sugar men of the West 
are interested in the question, as well 
as the cane-sugar men of Louisiana. 


THE LEHIGH. 


Arbitrators Working to Bring a Termination 
of the Strike. 

PHILADELPHIA, Nov. 29.—(By the 
Associated Press.) Immediately upon 
the arrival of the State Board of Arbi- 
tration of New York and New Jersey 
it went into consultation with the 
General Grievance Committee. Chair- 
man Madden, of the New York board, 
presented Mr. Wilbur’s ultimatum, as 
follows: 


“The company agrees to take back 
as many old employees es it can find 
places for, without prejudice on ac- 
cpunt of the fact that they struck or 
are connected with any labor organiza- 
tion when in the employ of the road:

OUR DEFENSE. 


Secretary Lamont Makes His 
Annual Report. 


Concentration of the Army on the Scacoast 
and Frontiers Recommended— 
Enlistment and Ex- 
penditures. 


By Telegranh to The Times. 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 29.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.) The annual report of 
the Secretary of War gives the usual 
review of the condition and operations 
of the army and, in addition, is devoted 
especially to progress on the work of 
seacoast defense. Now that Indian war- 
fare is practically at an end, the grad- 
ual concentration of the army on the 
Seacoast and frontier should follow. 
The work of fortifying the thirteen 
largést seaports renders manifestly 
necessary the conversion of a portion 
of the infantry to artillery. The total 


strength of the army is 2144 officers and 
25.778 enlisted men. = 

The Secretary recommends the repeal 
of the law fixing ten years as the 
maximum period of enlistment and a 
reduction of the period of first enlist- 
ment to three years. 

The adoption of a new magazine 
rifle is the most important step since 
the close of the civil war. Thé entire 
infantry force will be equipped with the 
new arm before the close of the coming 
year.

AFRO-AMERICANS. 


Lesislation Which Will Be Recommended to 
Congress. 

CINCINNATI, Nov. 29.—(By the. As- 
sociated Press.) In the Afro-American 
council, committees were appointed on 
mobs and lynchings; resolutions; an ad- 
dress to the American people; a memo- 
rial to the Congress; emigration; lec- 
turing and organization of a national 
protective association. 

A resolution was adopted urging the 
convention to memorialize Congress to 
pass certain remedial laws as follows: 

First—Give the United States courts 
jurisdiction over all cases of mob out- 
breaks attended with loss of life. 

Second—Empower the United States 
courts ‘to offer rewards for the &rrest 
of offenders. 

Third—Empower the United States 
marshals to employ detectives to hunt 
down such offenders. 

Fourth—Collect all costs of such pros- 
ecution from convicted defendants, or, 
in case one or more of the defendants 
are paupers, make a collection from the 
counties in which they reside. 


A NICE QUESTION. 


A Decision Affecting South Dakota Municipal 
and School Bonds. 

HURON (S. D.,) Nov. 29.—(By the 
Associated Press.) Judge Edgerton di- 
rected the jury to bring in a verdict 
for the defendant in the case of the 


National Life Insurance Company 
against the Board of Education, in 
this city. This decision declares in- 


valid the $60,000 in bonds issued dur- 
ing the campaign in 1890 for a capital 
location. 

If this decision is sustained by the 
Supreme Court of the United States, 
every municipal and school bond issued 
in South Dakota since Statehood is in- 
valid.

TO THE PREACHERS. 
Pope Leo XIII Issues an Encyclical oa 
Theology.

The first part deals 
with the expounding of the. scriptures, 
It recommends that preachers study the 
sacred books and the history and rec- 
ords of these books, giving examples 
of the preaching of Jesus. and the 
apostles and fathers of the church. 

‘The second part refers to the met 
of teaching and study and contains 
instructions to theologians prescribing 


the study of ancient languages, éspe- 
cially the Semitic. 


The third portion is the most tm 


portant. In the Pope points out 


fallacious errors in the systems of in- 
terpretation of the scripture, dwells 
upon the necessity of the authority of 
the church in this respect and affirms, 
on the authority of the councils of 
Trent and Florence and the Vatican, 
the divine inspiration of all parts of the 
scriptures, 

It warns against the spirit of ra-« 
tionalistic criticism and the tendency 
to give the preference to scientific 
theories, and concludes that on points 
where science scems opposed to the 
Scriptures it must be Supposed that 
either the scripturés are badly in- 


tepreted or that scientific reasoning is 
erroneous.

HE DENIES JT ALL. 


Old Man Cooper on the 


Stand. 


He Enters a General Denial of 
lirs. Davis’s Story, 


And Says That the Woman is 


The Case in the Hands of the Jury~The 
Hearing of the Langford 
witt Contest is 
Continued. 


THe trial of the case against George 
Cooper upon the charge of having as- 
saulted Mrs. Annie Davis with intent 
to commit rape, was resumed before 
Judge Smith and a jury in Department 
One yesterday, the whole day's session 
being consumed in the taking of testi- 
mony for the defense. 

After a number of witnesses had been 
examined for the purpose of showing 
that Mrs. Davis’s character was not 
above reproach, the defendant, George 
Cooper, took the stand, in his own be- 
half. He denied emphatically that he 
had ever touched the complainant, and 
explained his visit to her house by stat- 
ing that being interested in the subject 
of rents. he wanted to see for himself 
the kind of a house for which Mrs.

THE LANGFORD WILL CONTEST. 


The trial of the contest over the estate

LARGER THAN JUSIBO. 


The King of India’s Herds That Barnum Did 
Not Get. 
| An interesting character sat chatting 
in the reading-room of the United 
States Hotel, on Fulton street, one day 
last week, says the New York World. 
He looked about 50 years old, and his 
bronzed face showed the marks of ex- 
posure to the’elements of many climes. 
To a small group of friends, who 
know him as J. B. Gaylord, for twenty- 
five, years a catcher of the largest 
species of wild animals for circuses, 
and for many years Barnum’s friend 
and foreign agent, he was telling of a 
thrilling experience while attempting to 
capture, what he believes, wes the 


| largest elephant in the world. 


“T was in Hong Kong. ready to leave 
for America with a cargo of lions, 
tigers and elephants,” said he, “when 
I received a dispatch from Mr. Barnum 
informing me that Jumbo was dead, 
and directing me to go to India at once 
and secure, regardiess of cost or 
trouble, the largest elephant to be 
found. I met my partner, a native, in 
Calcutta, antl we started away. 

“We had received word of the dis- 
covery of the largest elephant ever 
seen in Southern India. He was said 
to be 15 «feet high, to have lorded 
it over a large herd for many years, 
and to be the most ferocious elephant 
ever encountered by the natives. I 
made up my mind to have that ele- 
phant, no matter what the risk or 

But, as it turned out, I came 
near losing my life in the attempt to 
capture Jupiter, the name I gave him 
in fancy. 

“We reached the elephant country 
well provided with natives, decoy ele- 
phants, and all necessary paraphernalia. 
We selected a spot near the stream to 
which Jupiter and his herd went to 
drink, and natives began building the 
trap in which we hoped to catch the 
king elephant. When the walls of the 
corral had been completed, we cut a 
path, gradually widening it from the 
mouth of the corral until it was 100 
feet in width a quarter of a mile away. 
Its sides were built up of trees and 
heavy underbrush in a natural manner. 
At the entrance of the corral a mam- 
moth gate was swung high in the 
trees, ready to drop the moment the 
signal was given. 

‘Then we had to find our elephant. 
We started a number of herds, and 
finally located Jupiter, with twenty 
others of the finest and largest ele- 
phants I ever set eyes on. 

Now the real fun began. It took 
two days of the most skillful work to 
get the herd anywhere near our corral. 
Our four decoy elephants did their work 
splendidly, though. It was most in- 
teresting to watch them coax the wild 
ones into the trap. They would rub up 
— them and trumpet and caper 
abdout, all the while leading the unsus- 
pecting elephants nearer to the lane 
that led them to the corral. 

Near the entrance 100 natives were 
Stationed in the trees, and when the 
elephants entered they began a tre- 
mendous Shouting and throwing of ele- 
Phant spears, The herd dashed right 
straight ahead, and were quickly in the 
corral. The big gate that closed the 
only aperture then was let down. 

Here began the artistic work. The 
tame elephants were mounted by pro- 
fessional elephant tamers, who, after 
the wild herd had quieted somewhat, 
Started to single out the leader, an ex- 
ceedingly difficult task, for on the ap- 
proach of the mounted elephants the 
big fellow would bellow with rage, and 
endeavor to run the traitors down. 
Finally all of the tamed elephants 
got Jupiter in a corner. The four na- 
tive tamers each lassoed a leg of the 
big beast, and their mounts started in 
directions. 

‘Jupiter suddenly found himself in a 

surprisingly unpleasant predicament. 
He could neither go ahead nor retreat, 
and the four elephants pulled a little 
harder when he made an extra plunge. 
His trumpeting served to frighten the 
rest of the herd, and they made wild 
efforts to break through the corral. 
Unfortunately they found a weak spot, 
but before the entire herd could get 
through the natives killed several and 
captured some baby elephants. Then 
the entire force of natives aided in get- 
ting the shackles on the big . fellow. 
This was accomplished in a few hours, 
though generally it takes several days, 
but the tame elephants aided very ma- 
terially. 
- “The heavy chains once on Jupiter, 
we felt as though we had indeed se- 
eured the largest elephant in the world. 
While he was not fifteen feet high, we 
could readily see that he would meas- 
ure at least twelve and a half. 

‘‘We had to starve him three days be- 
fore we could do’ anything with him 
at all. Then we placed one of the 
trained elephants on either side, _re- 
leased him from the trees to which 
we had tied him, and moved him about 
the corral. He made terrific plunges. 

“We got Jupiter to~ Bombay, but 
there our troubles began afresh. He 
became more ferocious. We kept on 
starving him, and then we fed him for 
a time, but only made matters worse. 

“I cabled Mr, Barnum that he could 
announce that I had captured Jupiter, 
an elephant, larger than was Jumbo. 
But while waiting for a steamer that 
would take Jupiter to America, I 
watched with uneasiness his increasing 


pareenty, extra shackles were put on 


to his and unthinkingly got within 
range of his trunk. I was seized and 
hurled alof¢, My body struck the board 
ceiling, . knocking me senseless. When 
they took me the floor I had a 
broken arm and leg, three broken ribs; 
and was bruised from head to foot. It 
was several weeks before I could leave 
my bed, and Jupiter becoming so fero- 
cious that he could mMdt be handled, J 
determined on his exeeution after cab- 
ling Mr. Barnum. He. was an elephant 
it was simply impossible to tame, and 
was shot. body. weighed 15,000 
pounds. 

“Sea, here is a piece of his tusk on 
my watch chain. Jupiter cost about 


$6000, and I never expect to see his like 
again.”’

Considerable Damage to the Building, but 
the Machinery Practically Unia- 
‘fured—How the Blaze 
Originated. 


Residents of Boyle Heights and vi- 
cinity were awakened from their slum- 


bers about 3:30 o’clock yesterday morn- 


report like a cannon, but 


which was caused by an explosion of 
oil at the cable power-house. 

A few minutes before the time men- 
tioned, Fred Morris, one of the menon 
duty at night after the stopping of the 
cars and machinery, went to draw some 
crude oil from a barrel where it is 
commonly kept in a sort of pit in the 
rear of the engine-room, but in the 
same principal building. The’ oil is 
used to grease the track and 
switches, and the drawing of it is i? 
regular rt of the night man’s work. 
In cane Wer, as yet unexplained, the 
oil in the barrel or that in the pail 
into which it was being drawn caught 
fire from a lantern which Morris car- 
ried, and quite a blaze resulted. Mor- 
ris and Burns, another man on duty as 
night oiler, attempted to extinguish 
the flames, first by smothering them, 
and, failing in that, used water. This 
proved poor policy, for the oil quickly 
spread to the plank flooring and to sev- 
eral other barrels containing vils for 
light and lubrication.: Thtre was a 
tank containing twenty-five gallons of 
kerosene, which exploded almost im- 
mediately, and this caused the report 
which aroused the citizens. The burn- 
ing oil was thrown all over the build- 
ing, and every piece of woodwork, in- 
cluding the roof of tarred planks which 
cévered that portion of the building 

was quickly on fire. First Engineer 
Gale, who lives across the street, was 
up and dressed in time to be on hand 
when the principal explosion took 
place, and at once set to work to save 
. the. engine and machinery. The: heat 
was so great that it was impossible to 
inside the engine-roont, while the 
ense smoke from the burning oil hid 
even the fire from sight. However a 
large hose was soon rigged and a 
stream of water sent onto the engines 
and winding drums, the main danger 
being that the heat would expand the 
heavy bearings. 

The fire department had received the 
alarm, and were on hand promptly. 
Under the direction of Engineer Gale 
and Foreman Petrie, who knew the ex- 
act location of each piece of machin- 

ery, in spite of the darkness, the fire- 
men kept several streams of water 
playing on the main shaft and engine,

Three Anniversaries on One Day— Experiences 
of a Party of Americans—What 
We Owe to Sunny 
Italy.

place; in Italy, namely, Amalfi, about 
fifty miles from Naples. Amalfi is cel- 
ebrattd in history, in song and in mod- 
ern doriculture. History tells us that 
the Amalfitani not being able to plow 
thei) mountainous and  precipitious 
shores. plowed the sea. In the tenth 
century every mart in the Orient 
tcuched by the Mediterranean knew 
tle Amalfitani merchantmen. Later 
these barks carried the Crusaders and 
their stores—and many _ knights of 
Amalfi waged war against the Saracen 
in the Holy land. They brought thither 
the body of St. Andrew, the apostle, 
and erected a church to that fisher- 
man’s memory at Amalfi, and in the 
srypt of that beautiful Saracenic-Gothic 
cathedral lies what remains of St. An- 
drew. It is true that Rome claimed for 
a long time to have St. Andrew’s body, 
but good, old, big-noséd Pope Gregory 
XVI settled the important matter by 
deciding, after examining testimony on 
both sides that the Amalfitani had for 
the most part “the true and only 
Jacob” in their St. Andrew’s body, but 
Rome possessed St. Andrew’s occiput! 
History also tells us that it was a citi- 
zen of Amalfi. Flavio Gioja, who, in 
1302, invented the mariner’s compass. 
And, as to song, from Petrarch to 
Longfellow (see his ‘“‘Amalfi’’) the 
strains have been full of poesy, in- 
spired by the picturesque situation: 


“Of a land beyond the sea, | 
Where the waves and mountains 
meet, ‘ 

Where, amid her mulberry trees, 

Sits Amalfi in the heat, 
Bathing ever her white 
{n the tideless summer sea. 

—(Longfellow’s ‘‘Amalfi.”’ 


.As to arboriculture, Majorj and Amalfi 
—neighboring towns—-as everybody (ex- 
sept the Colton citrus fair people) 
<nows, raise the finest lemons in the 
world. 

But, to return to our ‘Thanksgiving 
in Italy. St. Andrew’s day, the world 
ever, as every Scotsman is aware of, 
comes on November 30, when ‘“‘Sandy”’ 
whether in the “land o’ cakes,” in 
America, India, or Australia, fecls ob- 
‘igated to swallow a certain quantity 
of that clear liquid (qualified by lemon 
and sugar,) which is from ‘“‘the small 
still that has not passed under the 
eye of the exciseman.” The 30th of 
November is also the gfeat festiyal 
of Amalfi, when St. Andrew’s body 
“sweats manna’’—the only day in the 
year the miracle takes place—and there 
are great functions in the cathedral 
great processions in the streets, and 
grand music and fireworks. 

‘We Americans proposed to have a 
real old-time Thanksgiving dinner. 
turkey, ‘“‘punken’’ pie, and all. Our 
Scotch friends determined to celebrate 
3t. Andrew’s day with all the honors, 
and our Amalfitan host would, of 
course, have high festa in honor of his 
— saint. Our English friends would 
do the eating, if not the celebrating. 
We concluded to unite our forces. Book- 
walter generously furnished the music 
(an orchestra from Naples,) the fire-

desirable . things—stopping at’ no 
prmall expense—the Scotch and 
the English did their part; 


the young American ladies inducted the 
others into the mysteries of pumpkin 
pie: while Sig. Vozzi, our host, did 
a hundred things. Three days before the 
20th, I took my American, English and 
Scotch friends to see Sig. Camera, 
the erudite historian of Southern Italy, 
who was then engaged upon an encyclo- 
ia of events and their dates, in the 
talian language. It occurred to me to 
ask Sig. Camera ‘what particular 
event heppened on the 30th of Novem- 
ber ome hundred years ago?’’ He 
turned over his manuscript and read 
clearly, in the language of Dante, Pe- 
'trarch, Garibaldi and King Humbert, 
. "On the 30th of November, 1782, His 
Majesty, George III, King of England, 
signed the papers recegnizing His Ma- 
~ jJesty’s former colonies as the free and 
independent United States of Amer- 
ica.”” We were all struck with the 
fact read to us by Sig. Camera I 
immediately turned to our English 
friends, who had no special object in 
celebrating the 30th of November, and 
said: ‘“‘Now, you John Bulls will have 
an opportunity to celebrate next 
Thursday along with Brother Jona- 
than Sandy and the Amalfitani’’—and 
we did celebrate with a hearty good 


will, 
We invited Sig. Camera to our Thanks- 
giving dinner, I was honored with be- 
ing made master of ceremonies, as 
they wished some one who could com- 
municate in their own languages, be- 
“tween the different nationalities. The 
English end Scotch speeches were full 
of laudation of Great Britain’s daugh- 
ter, America, while we Americans 
spread the eagle a great deal wider 
than the golden bird expands his pin- 
ions on the summit of the Times office. 
When -I called upon Sig: Camera for 
@ few remarks in behalf of Italy, and 
the city in which we celebrated, I 
hardly knew how the venerable gentle- 
man would accommedate himself to the 
circumstaaces, but he was fully up 
to his environments, and to the last 
uarter of the rineteerth century. He 
began with a sonorous “Signori and 
Eignore!”” Then followed as witty a 
Freech as I had heard in a long time. 
One sentence knocked the American 
ae over and twisted the British 
lion’s tail. “I at first,” said Sig. Cam- 
era, “doubted if I were in place to 
accept this invitation, for I could not 
ee my relation to an American and 
ritish feast. But as I have listened 
fo Englishmen and. Scotsmen pouring 
orth their eloquence about their won- 
derful daughter, America; as I have 
heard you Americans scar on the spread 
wings of your national emblem, and 
poset of your land of the free and 
he home of the brave, I now know 
why I ought to be here to remind you 
that all the virtues and merits of this 
world’ do not belong to you. Where 
would your America be‘if it were net 
for our Italia? In this very town, in 
the beginning of the fourteenth cen- 
tury, an Amalfitan, Flavio Gioja, a 
outhern Italian, took the magnetic 
eedle and arranged the mariner’s com- 
pass. Near theend of the fifteenth cen- 
tury a Northern Italian, Christofolo 
Colombo, carried Flavio Gioja’s inven-

4 PLANTATION POSSUM HUNT 


A SOUTHERN THANKSGIVING STORY OF 
THE OLDEN TIME.

On my -grandfather’s plantation we 
were about as near one family as folks 
could well be, when you take into con- 
sideration the fact that we were of 
such various ages, colors and condi- 
tions. 

As for Jack and me—Jack was my 
cousin and nearly my age—we dined 
about as often in the “quarter” kitchen 
as we did at “the Big House.”’ 

Down there Lyddy furnished the ne- 
groes with such dainties as soft boiled 
bacon-skin and corn bread soaked in 
“pot-licker,.”’ outside of their regular 
substantial meals, for grandpa argued 
that if you wanted a negro to work well 
you must feed him well. 

Then there were oceans of buttermilk 
and sweet potatoes cooked in a ‘Dutch 
oven’’—I don’t suppose you younger 
folks ever saw one—and what wonder 
that we preferred to take our meals 
there? 

Then there was Daddy Mose. 

Peace to his dshes! 

He was not one of your upstart ne- 
groes, whom a little learning have made 
mad. No, no, he was a typical old 
plantation darky, sly as a fox, presuma- 
bly perfectly obedient, and happy as the 
day was long. 

He was the oracle of the plantation, 
and in his untutored brain there was 
more fancy than is possessed by most 
of your cultured philosophers. 

He loved grandpa, loved God, and 
feared Satan. That was the extent 
of his religion, and when they laid his 
worn out frame at the feet of his old 
master, in the old plantation burying- 
ground, I doubt not that his faithful 
spirit went right on to heaven, for, as 
I live, he was a good man. 

We could sit in the corner and listen 
to his legends, in the long November 
evenings, with a greater relish than 
the boy nowadays, ever enjoys ‘‘Dead 


Eye Dick”’ or the “Cavorter of the 
Canyon.”’ 
Men have made fame and fortune re- 


counting those old chimney-corner 
tales, since the war, but they have 
lost the smack that they had when 
heard of a dark night in a log cabin, 
with all the accompaniments of intona- 
tion and gesture, grimace and rolling 
eyes. 

But I started to tell you a story and 
so I will proceed without further pre- 
face. 

We used to enjoy holidays in those 
memorable times. Thanksgiving meant 
something then, the same as Fourth 
of July and Christmas. : 

Of course, the old folks kept a sharp 
eye on us, but ’possum-hunting would 
have lost half its sweetness had it not 
been mildly interdicted. 

Daddy Mose had two dogs, Nig and 
Ring; Nig would hunt nothing but 'pos- 
sum and coons, but Ring would run a 
rabbit or a polecat, indiscriminately. 

Nig never barked on trail, and when 
you heard his mellow note from afar, 
you might know that there was a 'pos- 
sum at bay. 

As for Ring, you could not depend 
on him. He would go tearing across 
a broom-sedge field on chase of a rab- 
bit, and finally wind up by having a 
polecat under a clay root. 

On thats particular Thanksgiving 
night I am speaking of, we obtained 
leave of absence to go down to the 
quarter and hear Daddy Mose tell tales 
as a sort of holiday treat. 

The cunning old man had everything 
in order, a big bundle of fat pine, split 


so soon as all was quiet we sallied 
forth, Daddy Mose, Big Rob, Jack and I, 
with Nig and Ring for our escort. 

“Now, you chillen keep right close 
ter me, an’ don’ yo’ go ter kickin’ up 
no fuss twel we gets ‘cross de branch, 
’ca’se dey’s a sperrit uses dar, an’ no 
tellin’ w’en he gwineter pop up.” 

That was admonition enough, and we 
fairiy tiptoed on the old man’s heels 
till we passed the “ha’nted branch.”’ 

Just in the edge of the bushes be- 
yond, a big buck rabbit bounced up, 
and away went Ring, in full cry, for 
the challenge was irresistible. 

“Come yere, Ring, come back, you 
scoun’l,”’ cried Daddy Mose. **You 
fool, you gwinter ’sturb de whole plan- 
tation wid yo’ racket. Go it, Nig! Soo- 
boy!’ and away the old ’possum dog 
trotted, silently and steadily search- 
ing for his own peculiar prey. 

Oh, what ae glorious night! All 
around, outside the weird halo of the 
pine torch was a wild and mysterious 
wall of inky darkness, intensified by 
the glare of light, until it was almost 
as palpable as that Egyptian darkness 
that might be felt. 

From out that darkness the great 
trees stalked forth, like gigantic spec- 
ters, and disappeared behind. Famil- 
iar places that we knew so well by 
daylight, were vague and unreal—more 
like the ghosts of a dream than any- 
thing rational. 

‘Par above in the great dome of 
heaven glittered, variantly, the solemn 
stars.

tumbles on the damp, orab-grass, was 
off again, and soon added his steady 
yelp to the medley.

The unsophisticated traveler, hearing 
that racket, would have supposed that 
a half grown negro revolution and gen- 
eral massacre had broken out, and the 
owls, down in the swamp, struck up a 
weird concert that was a fitting ac- 
companiment.

The sullen animal had by this time 
“gone to sleep’ and looked for the 
world like a dead ’possumy save for his 
beady eyes that glittered with a sav- 
age luster unlike that of any other 
animal on earth. 

Daddy Mose chopped down a hickory 
sapling, split one end of it and in- 
serted the *possum’s tail in the cleft 
and, slinging the pole across his 
shoulder, cried:

EATING CHICKENS. 


Thanksgiving Breakfast Broilers, 
Fries and Omelettes. 


~ 


Dinner Creams, Pan-pies, Pot-pies and 
Fricassees—Next Day Salads, Sand- 
wiches and Galatine Loaves. 
Made Dishes.

In most houses where a sentiment of 
old-fashioned Thanksgiving clings to 
the day, it is the thing to serve chicken 
for breakfast in some form, usually 
fried chicken: and in many families, 
quite aside from any consideration of 
cost, this daintier fowl is preferred. for 
dinner itself instead of the lordly tur- 
key. 

Chicken certainly has one advantage 
over turkey: it can be served in a 
much greater number of ways, and the. 
practical housewife considers this in her 
marketing; a turkey boiled, a turkey 
roasted, cold, sliced, ragout—and you 
are at the end of your chances. 

BREAKFAST DISHES. 

Many raisers now turn a golden 
penny with late summer broods, and 
broilers can be had, if specially ordered 
for Thanksgiving breakfast or even on 
Christmas morning. 

BEST WAY TO BROIL. 
After the chickens are dressed, split 


them open on the back, so that they lie 


flat. Cut off the neck and the first 
joint of the wings. Rub the inside with 
salt. Dip a cloth in softened butter, 
and rub them all over thickly. Dust 
lightly with flour. Place on wire broil- 
ers, breast down, over a clear coal fire; 
charcoal makes the best broiling fire. 
Turn the broiler often, and watch that 
the chickens cook evenly. When well 
cooked and browned on both sides, take 
up quickly on a hot platter, butter 
them well and serve at once. 

Some cooks always lay broilers on a 
wire slide over a baking-pan of boi)l- 
ing water set in a closed oven, for a 
half hour before broiling; they claim 
that the steaming insures tenderness. 

Serve broiled chickens on a bed of 
parsely, just crisped in hot fat. 

FRIED CHICKENS, 

Any. young, tender chickens should 
be used; dress and joint them and wipe 
dry. Flatten the bones with a few ju- 
dicious blows of the meat hammer. 
Have a hot spider ready with butter in 
it, and add a spoonful of hot water. 
Salt each piece of chicken a little, re- 
membering that the butter seasons it 
some, Spread the bottom of the spider 
with chicken. Cover for a few mo- 
ments. Watch closely, and frequently 
looserr,up with a knife. When golden 
brown turn over. It is often less 
trouble to use two spiders, so as to 
cook it all at one time. i. 

When brown on both sides remove to 
a hot platter, pour a cup of cream in 
the spider, wet a teaspoonful of flour in 
cold milk and thicken; season daintily 
with salt and white pepper, and pour 
over the chicken. Serve piping hot, 
with baked potatoes done to a turn, 
het biscuit and drip coffee. 


CHICKENS IN BATTER. 
Joint young and tender chickens, 
wipe with a damp oleth, sprinkle with | 


fine salt; make a batter with three 
eges, half a cup of sweet cream, a 
spoonful of butter and wheat flour to 
thicken. Dip each piece in the batter. 
Have two spoonfuls of butter in a hot 
spider, and when melted spread the 
bottom with chicken. Cover closely 
for a few minutes, as the steam helps 
to make the chicken tender. *Then un- 
cover and let it brown before turning, 
lifting it with a knife occasionally. 
This lifting is one of the parts of suc- 
cessful frying. 

If there is any doubt as to the tender- 
ness of your chicken, or if you wish to 
fry a well-grown fowl, or an old fowl, 
joint it, then simmer it an hour in a 
little water in which you have put a 
tablespoonful of vinegar. Have the 
water boiling when the chicken is put 
in. Keep covered. Don’t let it gét 
beyond a decided simmer. Skim out 
and wipe dry before frying. There will 
be no suspicion of vinegar in the taste. 


CHICKEN OMELETTE. 


Where a more delicate breakfast is 
preferred, a chicken omelette is satis- 
factory; in this case the chicken is 
cooked the day before. You need for 
each omelette four eggs, one tablespoon- 
ful of light salt, two tablespoonfuls of 
milk, one tablespoonful of butter, Beat 
the eggs light with an egg-beater, and 
add the salt and milk. Put the spoon- 
ful of butter in the spider, and when 
melted, pour in the eggs, Have ready 
a cup of chopped chicken heated hot 
in sweet cream. When the omelette 
has been. in two or three minutes, pour 
over it the creamed chicken. Shake the 
spider a little, then run a knife under 
to see if i brown, if so fold over 
half way and remove to a hot platter 
for immediate serving. 

DINNER DISHES—CHICKEN CREAM. 

Put one quart of strong chicken broth 
over the fire. Wash two heaping 
tablespoonfuls of rice and add to the 
broth. Set on back of the stove and 
cook slowly half an hour. Mix to- 
gether one tablespoonful of butter and 
three of sifted flour until smooth. Sea- 
son with salt and pepper and add one 
pint of cream, or of new milk, which 
-has been scalded. Some like a blade 
of mace put in to simmer in the soup 
along with the rice. Many like a few 
drops of onion juice. If more soup is 
needed, increase the proportions. 

CHICKEN FRICASSEE. 

Many families like a fricassee as an 
entree, Prepare as for frying. Cut the 
breast in four portions. Put all in a 
kettle with just enough hot water to 
cook. When about half done, add half 
a cup of butter. Keep covered and stew 
slowly until tender. Add half a cup of 
sweet cream. Pour out in a hot tur- 
reen and serve individual dishes, allow- 
ing two pieces of the chicken and some 
of the gravy for each person. 

CHICKEN PIE. 

Dress two good-sized chickens, wipe 
thoroughly with a wet cloth. Joint and 
cook in boiling water enough to cover 
until the bones are loose from the 
meat. and when cooking add salt to 
season sufficiently. Skim out. the 
chicken and set away to cool, then re- 
move the skin and gristle, and take out 
the bones. Separate into small pteces 
with a fork. Butter a great earthen 
pudding dish, put in the prepared 
chicken until the dish is three-fourths 
full, and then pour over it enough 
melted butter to season it richly and 
some of the gravy the fowls were 
cooked in very slightly thickened. 

Make a crust of dough, with one and 
a half cups of flour, one and a half 
teaspoonfuls of baking powder, and a 
spoonful of cold butter mixed through 
the flour after the baking powder is in. 
Mix with cold water or sweet milk to 
make a soft dough, roll thin and put 
Ov. the chicken. Be sure to cut two 
or‘three holes in the center of the top 
to let the steam out. Bake three- 
fourths of an hour or.until done. Serve 
hot. It is by many considered an addi- 
tion to bring to table with the pie, a 
gravy made with cream and the broth, 
slightly thickened. 

EASY POT-PIE. 

‘Dress and joint two chickens, those 
not more than 6 months old are best. 
Wash and put in a kettle, with hot 
water. enough to cook, salt and cover 
closely, and, when partly done, add a 
half cup of butter. Half an hour before 
the chicken is done, take two teaspoon- 
fuls of cold butter; then add sweet milk 
enough to mix, roll out and cut with a 
biscuit cutter, and bake in a quick 
oven; when done break the biscuits 
open (never cut them) and lay on a 
deep platter. While the biscuits are bak- 
ing, skim out the chicken and thicken 
the gravy with a little flour and but- 
ter braided together; lay the chicken 
on the split biscuit, and dip. over all 
the hot, rich gravy. Another way is 
to steam the biscuit, instead of bak- 
ing them. 

PANNED CHICKEN. 

This form of roast is preferred by 
many to the “whole roast,’ as every 
part gets a rich golden browning, and 
the butter basting penetrates more 
thoroughly. 

ke two chickens, 4 or 5 months 
old, dress and cut them open through 
the middle of the back, wipe, and rub 
with salt and a little pepper. Put 
enough water in the bottom of a drip- 
ping-pan to cover it, and three heaping 
tablespoonfuls of butter. Lay the chick- 
ens flat in the pan, with breast up. 
Baste often, with a long-handled spoon. 
Keep plenty of water in the pan. Cook 
about one and one-fourth hours. Keep 
the dripping-pan covered with another 
tin until the last quarter hour. Take 
up on a hot platter and spread butter 
over them, 

MADE DISHES—CHICKEN SALAD. 

Meat from a fowl a year old can be 
used in this salad. Remove all bones, 
skin and gristle. Pick into shreds with 
a fork. Meaure the meat. Chop fine a 
Small cup of cabbage from a white solid 
head. Wash and cut fine with a knife 
enough white celery to add to the cab- 
bage to make as much in quantity as 
you have of the chicken. 

Mix the celery, cabbage and chicken 
together and set in a cool place. 

Make the dressing of two tablespoon- 
fuls of ground mustard, two tablespoon- 
fulls of salt, one-fourth tablespoonful 
of red pepper, six eggs beaten well, one- 
third of a cup of butter beaten to a 
cream and one cup of vinegar. Beat the 
eggs and add to them the vinegar. Mix 
the mustard and pepper smooth with a 
little vinegar, and add with the butter 
and salt to the eggs and vinegar, and 
put in a double kettle over the fire and 
cook until thick as custard. When cool 
enough put in the ice-box until ready 
to use. Never pour the dressing over 
the salad until cceld, then mix lightly 
with a salad fork. If you wish very 
light colored salad, use only the white 
meat fowls. 

GOOD SANDWICHES. 

Use only the best bread, fresh cut, 
and not over a day old. Use only boiled 
chicken, cold of course. Chop fine, then 
rub to a paste with a spoon. Add to 
each cupful a little salt and two ta- 
blespoonfuls of melted butter. Butter 
the bread and slice thin. Butter the 
loaf each time before cutting off the 
slica) Spread with the chicken paste, 
put two slices together, and cut in 
fancy shapes if you like. 

CHICKEN ON TOAST. 

If you have cold chicken, but not 
enough for a whole meal, chop it fine, 
heat a cup of sweet cream boiling hot, 
stir in a teaspoonful of cornstarch, 
then salt and stir in the chicken; ar- 
range slices of hot, crisp, buttered toast 
on a hot platter, and put a heaping 
teaspoonful of the minced chicken on 
each slice and serve. 

GELATINE LOAVES. 

‘Dress and cut up one large chicken, 
boil not in too much water until very 
tender, so that the bones will come out 


chicken to cool. Chop the meat fine, 
discarding all skin. Dissolve half a 
box of gelatine in cold water, and when 
dissolved pour over it a pint, or as 
much as you wish, of the rich liquor in 
which the chicken was cooked. 

Pour a few spoonfuls of hot butter 
over the chopped chicken, then add the 
gelatine and mix. ‘Pour all in a but- 
tered loafmold. After it is cold, set in 
the icebox until the next day, when 
it can be turned out for slicing.

OUR FOREFATHERS. 


How They Observed Thanks- 
giving Day—And Fed. 


A Series of Timely Articles Specially Pre- 
pared by Mes. I. C. Hungerford, the 
Practical and National Do- 
mestic Writer. 


The following timely contributions 
have been received by The Times for 
the day and occasion: 


ORIGIN OF THANKSGIVING DAY. 


History of Our Old-time National Feast—Mem- 
ories of the Pious Puritan. 

We have every reason for believing 
that our forefathers celebrated their 
first Thanksgiving day with heaven's 
blue dome for a roof and the brown 
earth for a floor. 


They have been successful in their 
efforts to found homes for themselves 
in the wilderness, and their hearts were 
full of gratitude. In the mercies they 
remembered the forgot the fearful 
hardships they fad endured, when the 
mellow Indian summer of 1621 came, 
they felt themselves moved by a fer- 
vent desire to thank God publicly in a 
general way for their improved position 
and the measure of comfort granted. 

“Our harvest being gotten in,’™ says 
the record of Edward Winslow, ‘our 
Governor sent four men fowling, so that 
we might, after a special manner, re- 
joice together. The four in one day 
killed as much fowl, as, with a little 
help beside, served the company nearly 
@ week. At which time, among other 
recreations, we .exercised our arms, 
many of the Indians coming amongst 
us, among the rest their greatest King, 
Massasoyt, with some ninety men, who 
for three days we entertained and 
feasted, and they (the Indians) went 
out and killed five deer, which they 
brought to the plantation and bestowed 
on our Governor and on the captain 
(Myles Standish) and others. And al- 
though it be not always so plentiful 
with us, yet by the goodness of God, 
we are so far from want that we often 
wish you partakers of our plenty.”’ : 

Being such a sternly, religious peo- 
ple, probably the Pilgrims aimed at 
repeating in this somewhat prolonged, 
open-air festival, the biblical Feast of 
the Tabernacles, which includes the 
feast of the ‘‘Harvest of the Ingather- 
ing.’’ It was evidently a hearty, 
healthy, public play-spell, a few days 
of much-needed rejoicing and good 
cheer. 

We moderns, with our luxurious 
taste, would not have much gratitude 
for the short commons they call ‘‘good 
cheer,”” but even we might have ap- 
proved of the wild turkeys, which tra- 
dition tells us sometimes weighed sixty 
pounds. There were also wild geese 
in their season, and, as one writer as- 
sures uS, “‘Over two hundred varieties 
of fish, including shellfish.’”” Love for 
the latter seems almost a gift of he- 
redity with New Englanders. The 
relish for oysters is undying, and, as 
for clams, the rule still prevails at the 
annual clam-bakes on the seashore that 
a feaster must eat till the pile of emp- 
tied shells in front of him screens him 
entirely from view. 

For several years there were occa- 


j sional appointments of especial days 


to return thanks for certain mercies, 
such as “A refreshing rain which had 
fallen in time to revive the crops per- 
ishing from drought.”’ 

In 1668, Colonial Records of October 
28 say: 
the goodness of God in the continu- 
ance of our civil and religious liberty, 
the general health we have enjoyed— 
doe conceive that these and other fa- 
vors doe call upon us for returns of 
thankfulness.”’ Then, remembering 
only the mercies and forgetting the 
horrors and sorrows which have beset 
them and the famine that almost came, 
the proposal is made that all unite to 
keep the 25th of November as “A Sol- 
emne day of Thanksgiving, with re- 
spect to God's goodness.in the partic- 
ulars above mentioned.” : 

There were no more. records of 
Thanksgiving days till 1680. Then an- 
other lapse till 1690, when November 
25 was appointed. All these celebrations 
were in Plymouth Colony, and prob- 
ably the bitter experiences that vis- 
ited the struggling settlers made fast- 
ing take the place of feasting, an‘ 
prayers of agonized entreaty for the 
safety of lives and homes seem more 
appropriate than praise and rejoicing. 

Then the Indian attacks were an 
ever-expectant dread, and the starving 
point so nearly reached that, as the 
legend tells us, on the day the Lion 
sailed into their harbor with provisions, 
»five grains of parched corn were dealt 
out as the ration of each member of 
the little stricken band. 

In 1630 a day of thanksgiving was 
appointed in the Massachusetts Colony, 
in acknowledgment of the safe arrival 
of many ships. kept it,’’ says 
Gcv. Winthrop, “in all the plantations, 
including Salem, Dorchester, Charles- 
ton and the others.’’. 

In Boston, a day of thanksgiving cel- 
ebrated the safe arrival of Mrs. Win- 
throp and her children, although the 
baby, born after the father left En- 
gland, and never seen by him, died on 
the long voyage. 

In the Connecticut Colony, after 1649, 
the courts appointed yearly ‘‘thanks- 
giving for the blessing of the harvest”’ 
with some regularity. But in 1675, even 
that grateful, appreciative community 
found their hearts too bowed with 
grief to wear the garment of rejoic- 
ing. The ferocious Indian warfare had 
cruelly decimated their ranks. Their 
trades had suffered, the tillers of the 
soil were laid low, their houses were 
burned, and their sufferings were in- 
tolerable. They were too@strong and 
brave to sit long in sackcloth and 
ashes, and the next year there is. ree- 
ord of a “Publique thanksgiving, with 
prayer that the Lord would help us 
in our lives and wayes to walk answer- 
able to His abundant mercyes.”’ 

‘In 1687, Sir Edmund Andrews, Govy- 
ernor of Rhode Island, proclaimed a 
thanksgiving day, but his appointment 
was not received with applause, being, 
in fact, quite disregarded in many 
quarters. 

Some persons weve brought to court 
for contempt of the day. In answer to 
the charge, one indifferent man re- 
marked that he was quite superior to 
the observation of days and times. An- 
other coolly announced that “his boy 
opened the shop, and worked on his 
own account; but, if he had not have 
been leme, he didn’t know but he 
should have worked himself.’’ Appar- 
ently Sir Edmund had a different type 
of subjects from the pious Pilgrims of 
the earlier peopled States, who made 
their rugged soil an Eden, and returned 
thanks gratefully for ‘‘the favors every 
year made new.” 


A STATED NATIONAL HOLIDAY. 


Congress Early Gives Thanks for Victory and 
Peace. 
_ For more than eighty years the ap- 
pointment of Thanksgiving was more 
or less erratic. As a regularly-insti- 
tuted State festival it was a plant of 
slow growth, not taking firm root un- 
til after the close of the seventeenth

made, the day generally came in the 
ripe autumn, when the rich gifts «f 
bountecus Nature were gathered in, 
and storehouses were overflowing th 
ripened grain, and fruits laid up r 
winter use, 

Both governors and pastors agreed 
in their respective States in proclaim- 
ing a day of festivity and praise; but 
not seldom the appointments fell upon 
different dates in different States, which 
was @ matter of small comparative mo- 
ment at that time, when steam had not 
bridged space with its rapid transit, 
and families who were separated by 
long distances could not flock to the 
old homesteads, as they learned .to do 
later. 

In the autumn of 1789 a resolution 
was offered in the House by Bourdtinot, 
requesting the President to appoint a 
day of thanksgiving, to be kept in all 
the States, in recognition of the “‘many 
signal favors of Almighty God, and es- 
pecially for the opportunity afforded 
the nation to establish a constitutional 
government.” Sherman supported the 


motion, but Burke nd  othets 
oposed it as a mimiéry of Eu- 
ropean customs. Tucker, in 4 
truly conservative spirit, advised 


postponing the expression of gratitude 
till after some experience of the Con- 
stitution and its effects. But, in spite 
of opposition and hot debate, the mo- 
tion was carried by a large majority. 


AULD LANG-SYNE PASTRY. 


The Pies and Puddings of Our Ancestors—A 
Poet’s Tribute to Pumpkin Pie. 

In the English homes of the colonists, 
a deep-sided baking dish, was filled 
with fruit, flavored toothsomely with 
spice and well-sprinkled with sugar. 
An inverted cup was placed in the 
center, to draw the juices away from 
the edge, and the whole was covered 
with a great roof of rich pastry and 
baked till crust and contents were 
done. This was a fruit pudding. A 
tart was made by covering the bottom 
of a shallow dish with rolled-out pas- 
try spread thickly with cooked fruit, 
which in turn was crossed and over- 
crossed with strips of peste and baked 
in an oven. 

The colonial modification of these 
dainties was the truly American pie. 
Of hot-house and garden fruits, to 
make it with there was no supply, but 
the undergrowth of bush and brambie 
that the virgin forest shadowed, gave a 
rich harvest of ,raspberries, whortle- 
berries and blackberries, which were 
delicious both before and after cook- 
ing, and when carefully dried, most 
useful through the winter as pie-fillers. 
What little of the precious sugar of 
commerce was possessed by the early 
settlers was carefully preserved in sil- 
ver or china bowls for the use of in- 
valids, but such friendly Indians as be- 
came willing, if independent, servitors 
of the whites, soon communicated the 
secret of the inexhaustible sweetness 
that hid in the maple trees. The 
aboriginal method of sugaring the sap 
was adopted and improved upon, and 
before long maple sugar was 4 very de- 
sirable commodity, easily exchanged, 
on the arrival of trading-ships, for their 
coveted merchandise. 

It would be interesting to know when 
pumpkins and their resulting pies be- 
came known, but sure it is, that ever 
since the dawn of pumpkin pie, it has 
had in American hearts a significance 
synomyous with patriotism, and also 
symbolic of gratitude, for, since its in- 
vention, it has been indispensable at the 
Thanksgiving feast, whether public or 
private. Whittier, our most loyal poet, 
gives a song in its praise: 

“On Thanksgiving day, when from East 
and West, 

From North and from South, come the 
pilgrim and guest, 

When the gray-haired New Englander 
sees round his board, 

The old, broken links of affection re- 
stored, 

When the care-wearied man seeks his 
mother once more, 

And the worn matron smiles where the 
girl smiled before— 

What moistens the lip and what 
brightens the eye, 

What calls back the past like the rich 
pumpkin pie?’ 

But why a p in the middle of the 
pumpkin? The letter was silent on the 
lips of our ancestors, and is unuttered 


roundings, have had some smothered 

regrets at festival times, for the rare ° 
old barons of beef and the great spher- 

ical ball of fruity sweetness, which was 

always set on table in a mimic lake of 

blazing brandy. A whole chapter might 

be written about the plum pudding of 

old England, but poets and historians 

have made it sufficiently famous, and our 

attention, as loyal Americans, may well 

be given to the almost pathetic efforts 

of the colonists to imitate it with such 

ingredients as their slender resources 

allowed. An early letter from a colonist 

says: 

“Althongh we have not, as 

known physical starvation, yet so sel- 

dom have dainties been on our board 
that it was some admiration to us 
when the good wife of one of our num. 

ber made @ fine pudding from meal 
supplied by fhe Indians and the abun- 
dant berries (whirtleberries) that grow 
like’ smalt plums, on straight wild 
bushes.”’ 
There is another record, or tradition. 
of a pudding that was sacred to 
Thanksgiving day, a few years later, 
when Renae ts more regularly crossed 
to exchange the supplies of an older 
civilization for such things as the set- 
tlers could obtain from the Indians, 
or manufacture among themselves. 
Probably the pudding has been changed 
in some respects to suit the pres nt 
day, but in the main, the recipe re- 
mains 4s it was handed down, and all 
the descendants of one notable Puritan 
family serve it invariably at their 
Thanksgiving dinners. Slices an inch in 
thickness are cut from a loaf of 
homemade bread, and spread  gener- 
ously with butter. One of them is laid 
in the bottom of a three-quart tin pail, 
and then dotted with twelve raisins, as 
impartially arranged as possible. An- 
other slice laps this, and, in its turn, 
receives its allotment of raisins. Slice 
after slice is laid on, until the whole 
loaf is in the pail, into which is then 
poured a custard mixture, made by add- 
ing twelve beaten eggs, and a flavoring 
of salt to a quart of milk. In the morme 
ing, the pail, tightly covered, with Ite 
contents undisturbed, is plunged into 
&@ Breat kettle of hot water, hanging 
upon a erane over the huge wood fire, 
and there left to boil for four hours, 
or till time for the homogeneous, boul- 
der-like form that the compound has 
resolved into, to be slid out upon a 
dish and served at ‘‘the sweet end of 
dinner," with a sweet sauce, made 
tasty with wine, cinnamon and mace. 

The pudding is palatable enough to 
please any one, but when it was first 
in use the bread was undoubtedly meade 
of rye or Indian corn, and there must 
have been many times when, the sup- 
ply of raisins running short, the per- 
plexed cooks had to substitute dried 
berries for the raisins. It is a question, 
too, if the generous number of eggs 
had not to be lessened sometimes. 

In the early banquets there could not 
have been beef, mutton and veal, and 
it war well that the hunger that comes 
from rugged health and hard work was 
the sauce that attended the strange new 
edibles. The Pilgrim mothers tried to 
keep the sentiment of home about their 


feasts by counterfeiting the accus- 
tomed dishes with such mate- 
rials as they could command. Ban- 


nocks and fianne! cakes that should 
have been of the whitest wheat flour, 
made light with eggs, were composed 
of coarse Indian meal and water. Pa- 
tient confinuance in beating brought 
the batter to such feathery lightness 
that the eggs were hardly missed. For 
a Thanksgiving delicacy, the samé bat- 
ter was thinned and baked over the 
coals in ereat cakes as large as the bi 
pewter patter, on which they were lai 
as soon as cooked and carefully spread 
with the precious Dutch butter brought 
by the occasional trading-ships. As 
each cake was buttered, it received a 
bountiful spreading of maple sugar, an 
American novelty that much delighted 
the Pilgrims. When the pile was 
“stacked up’’ to a goodly height, either 
the head of the family a@ the next in 
office cut the structure into enormous 
wedge-shaped pleces, and even when 
circumstances made no other dessert 
possible our ancestors felt that they 
had still some creature comforts to be 
thankful for. 
Thanks to rod, gun and traps there 
was fish and game in plenty. Deer meat 
and rabbits, wild-winged things, from 
geese and turkeys too heavy to fly to 
the tiny birds that were each only one 
delicious mouthful. The housewives 
were not above learning some new arts 


by all of their descendants, except the 
ultra-precise. The word is not correct 
either with or without the silent letter; 
the big yellow fruit of the vine being 
really a pompion, so it is the k should 
be abstained from by scholarly pie- 
eaters. 

iiver since the pie that held the four 
and twenty blackbirds was celebrated 
in song. there have been attempts to 
render certain individual pies Historie, 
but it is mostly from old letters that 
we learn of the achievements of our 
foremothers in that line. Life was too 
stern for many flights of fancy, but 
the repressed poetry of their natures 
sometimes took form in _ preparing 
Thanksgiving dinners. 

One of these records tells of a pie 
made by some “merry wives’ and 
eaten upon a day of public rejoicing 
and thanks “for victory gained by our 
Lord to our men on the field.’”’ It would 
be interesting to know in what kind of 
a dish the pie was baked, for its di- 
ameter was eighteen inches. Its sides 
were walled up high, and on its broad 
cover was built up a curious represen- 
tation of a fort attacked by savages. 

In the first quarter of this fast-fading 
century, a colossal pie was made for 
Thanksgiving by a Dutch baker on one 
of the down-town streets of New York. 
It is described as having been baked in 
twelve triangular sections, each a foot 
broad in the largest part. The pieces 
were laid together to form a circle, and 
the joints covered by decorations of con- 
fectionery. This was a pumpkin pie, 
and in its luscious custardness was 
concealed a gold half eagle, the prize 
of the lucky purchaser who found it in 
his piece. The prudent baker, after the 
pie had been sufficiently admired, cut it 
into even pieces at 10 cents a slice, 
giving customers their choice of loca- 
tion, but refusing to take out a single 
piece till the whole pie was bespoken. 

A beautifully-decorated pie was pre- 
sented to Washington’s Successor by 
some actual daughters of the Revolu- 
tion. It was given a prominent position 
in the White House, and kept on exhi- 
bition for several months. If at the 
end of that time the President ate it,

Puritan Cooks’ Clever Devices—Tickletooth 
Pudding. 

The plum pudding that years of use 
had made sacred to Christmas, was a 
sweet morsel, dear to epicurean mem- 
ory, but never to be mentioned in a com- 
munity where Puritanic rage awakened 
at the mere mention of anything con- 
nected with that “impious holiday of 
anti-Christ.’’ 

And in those days of privation En- 
gland’s crown would have been as 
easy an attainment for her runaway 
subjects as the rich ingredients for 
composing the historic delicacy, 

But private store of raisins and Zante 
currants and small boxes of citron be- 
gan to accumulate in the little corner 
wall-cupboards, where the frugal house- 
wives kept the treasures sent them 
from friends in the mother country. 
When church and courts sanctioned 
some modest feasting, a pudding was 
compounded in such houses as could 
afford it, and considered by flippant 
youthful partakers to be one of the 
chief privileges of Thanksgiving day. 

It was after all only a sort of parody 
‘of the realty, and but a weak semblance 
to the real old Tickletooth pudding, 
with its ten pounds of solid fruit, 
twenty eggs and three rich pounds of 
beef suet, dampened with brandy and 
strong home-brewed ale. Often must

The 
limited stock of spirits was kept in the 
colony storehouse, and given out as 
need required. as a medicine for the 
ailing, or restorative for the more 
hardy after fatiguing expeditions. 

After West Indian molasses began to 
be freely brought in, the distillation of 
rum became a home industry, and a 
source of revenue as an export. Un- 
happily, even strict efforts to control 
the sale of the liquors was not effectual, 
and the Indians. like many of the 
whites, yielded too easily to its seduc- 
tions. 

The tankards, noggins and flagons, 
that are heirlooms in families of Puri- 
tan descent, show that a little mild 
conviviality was countenanced on fes- 
tive occasions at least. It was not long 
before young orchards grew up around 


the settlers. and a cider-mill became 
an adiunct io each colony’s posses- 
sions, 


ceased to be rare and precious com- 
modities reserved for children, and dell- 
cate adults. that many an ingenious 
substitute was employed in making 
desserts. An old letter from a colonist 
to an English friend, speaking of a ban- 
quet—it might have been a wedding 
supper or a Thanksgiving dinner—says: 
“After the great drouth which parched 
all fruits of the earth. we had a small 
stock of sweets, made up, but the good 
wife made with rich crust a tart from 
the paddle-leafed sorrel, which, with a 
good sweetening of wild honey, was not 
unlike a confection of lemons.”

within a few years, one of the post- 
prandial speakers remarked affably 
that the great wrong America did to 
England by not allowing her to be 
conquered, was atoned for by the noe 
ble girt of the turkey.

An Englishman in Paris asked our 
own Franklin why the devil his coun- 
trymen selected a stupid, unvatable 
eagle as their emblem, when they had 
supplied them with such a noble bird 
as the turkey, which was good hot or 
cold, and most excellent warined over.

then fried. An epicure would not have 
disdained the dish, could he have for- 
given, as my party had to, its being 
brought to table in a yellow bowl. Why 
it was'so uncouthly served and where, 
1 should like to tell this very moment 
“but that is another story,”’ as.a far 
more brilliant pen than mine is wont 
to say. 

In the early days, when the ‘‘great 
store of wilde fowle,’’ was the Indian 
contribution to the Christian festival 
of Thanksgiving, roasting was not bgk- 
ing, as itis now. Over a big fireplace, 
such as the first settlers built to ac- 
commodate the huge logs the virgin 
forests supplied, was driven a great 
nail or spike, from which the turkey 
was suspended by a string. A stick 
with a notched end was placed against 
the mantel-front, and the string held 
in the notch. Careful adjustment of 
stick and string kept the turkey at the 
proper distance from the fire. Under- 
neath was placed a great iron pan to 
eatch the juicy fat that dropped dur- 
ing the roasting. An occasional twist 
of the string kept the turkey slowly 
spinning, so that all parts received equal 
heat. Slices of salt pork slowly friz- 
zling below im the dripping-pan, fur- 
nished a rich fluid for the basting, 
which was a contant process. In the 
general rejoicings where so many 
whites and Indians indulged in pro- 
fonged Thanksgiving feasting, the veni- 
son and turkeys were roasted in the 
open at temporary fireplaces built of 
massive logs. 

In memory of long times past and 
customs, there are clubs and private 
families who celebrate Thanksgiving 
by giving dinners which are attempted 
imitations of the forefathers’ banquets. 
Among the traditionary dishes repro- 
duced is fish chowder, a soup or stew 
made of the heads of cod. The bodies, 
salted and dried, represented money in 
exchanges with trading vessels in early 
traffic, and were therefore too valuable 
to ‘4 lightly used. When made very 
thick, the chowder is a delicious dish. 
When famine threatened the colonists, 
an abundant dilution of water made it 
so much less palatable that the ir- 
reverent and ungrateful among the par- 
takers dubbed it “starvation soup.”1 

Another dish, called by the family 
who ‘always have it on their Thanks- 
giving table, ‘“‘The once-a-year stew,” is 
a delectable compound of small birds, 
equirrels and wild ducks. 

Among the desserts at some of these 
annual dinners are the puddings of 
bread and raisins mentioned before, 
deep pies made of berries, and cheese 
cakes similar to those for which Mrs, 
Barr gives the recipe in one of her de- 
lightful Old Colony books, and which 
I venture to copy, in the hope of giving 
a new sensation to jaded modern pal- 
ates: 

“Take a quart of milk and boyle it. 
Beat six eggs and pour in while it boyles. 
Then take it off the fyre and let it 
stand till it is a tender curd, strain it, 


put in quarter of a pound of butter, a_ 


gill of wine. the same of rosewater. 
Flavor with mace, strow in some cur- 
rants. and sweeten it to your taste. 
Bake in small patty-pans with puff 
paste around, but not over them.”’ 

Another ancient rule for Puritan 
cheese cakes says, make a rich boiled 
custard, and add when it is cold, twe 
cottage or cream cheeses, rubbed to a 
batter with half a cup of cream and a 
wineglass each of brandy and sherry. 
Bake in custard cups and serve hot or 
cold with dried rusk. 


SOME STORIES OF THE DAY. 


Baked Beans Glace—The American ‘‘Danks~ 
giving’’ in Germany. 

A few years ago one of the diplomatic 
corps in Paris complimented some 
American visitors by giving a Thanks- 
giving dinner. He made some elaborate 
researches regarding our national cus- 
ioms, as applied to the day, and with 
the help of his chef offered among 
other things baked beans well thinned 
with custard and frozen. The crowning 
rlory of the feast was a pumpkin pie. 
ts crust was shingly puff paste fully 
an inch thick. The pumpkin was merely 
a filmy glaze upon the paste, with a 
taffy-like consistency that made _ it 
cling to the eater’s teeth. 

The chef must have imparted the se- 
cret of the national pie, at least in part, 
to others of his craft, for, a little later, 
a well-known restaurateur announced 
on a little placard at his establishment: 
*‘Bounkin pie a l’Americaine.”’ 

In Berlin the traveler will find, if he 
is there in November, an addition to 
the menu at some places of refresh- 
ment. The addition is a flourishing an- 
nouncement to Americans that Indian 
pudcings, bean puddings, pumpkin 
tarts and other delicacies, which the 
waiter will affably say, are for the 
Americar ‘“‘Danksgiving,”” but which 
only resemble the originals they imitate 
as the mist resmbles the rain. 

Foreign restaurants pride themselves 
upon catering to American customers’ 
tastes, but their translations are strik- 
ing and worked out laboriously from 
the dictionary. One Berlin hotel proudly 
put upon the menu: ‘False hair, stewed 
American fashion.”’ It requires some 
penetration to discover ‘that a dish of 
gmothered beef, known to us as mock- 
rabbit, is meant. 

A Russian of wealth and position 
having gathered accurate knowledge of 
Indian corn and the way it should be 
served some years ago, invited some 
English and American friends to a din- 
mer, and after a little preliminary 
boast of the success his gardener had 
made in cultivating the vegetable, pre- 
sented his guests with tiny immature 
cobs an inch and a half long, boiled till 
tender and served like asparagus tips 
with a rich cream dressing. An Ameri- 
can present found it difficult to main- 
tain a circumspect gravity when the 
hostess asked him if it was true that 
in America this corn was always eaten 
with the fingers. for in view of the drip- 
ping ears she was daintily lifting, one 
at a time, upon her work, he had to 
assure her that she was eating it in th 
only proper manner.

The more the recent panic is investt- 
gated, the plainer it becomes that the 
calamity could and should have been 
averted. Had an extra Congress been 
convened in March, it would not have 
occurred, or if in the incipient state 
of the panic, a moderate amount of 
bonds had been issued for the purpose 
of keeping the $100,000,000 gold reserve 
intact, the country would have escaped 
the disaster as the moral effect of, the 
inauguration of such a policy would 
have been ample to restore confidence. 
The only way even now to maintain 
the parity of our gold and silver money 
and to restore full confidence in busi- 
ness circles, is by the sale of bonds 
from time to time. The opposition to 
authorizing the sale of bonds is one of 
the silliest spectacles that this country 
has ever witnessed, especially when it 
is considered that at the expiration of 
the war the bonds then outstandin; 
amounted to $3,000,000,000, all issued by 
a Republican administration, which have 
been paid off, both principal and in- 
terest, with the exception of about 
$600,000,000; but now the Democratic 
party gets into full power for the first 
time in thirty-two years and at a time 
when it is just as imperative for the 
administration to issue bonds for the 
good of the country with the ability 
to do it, greater than ever before they 
say, “‘No, we (the Democratic party) 
are so virtuous and economical and 
have the interest of the American 
people so much at heart that we will 
not put an additional burden upon the 
people by a bond issue.’ Under no 
possibility would there be any need 
of an issue of over probably $100,000,- 
000, the entire interest per annum of 
which would not exceed $3,000,000. This, 
if divided among 65,000,000 of people 
would be as big a burden as for a wall 
to carry a fly speck. Boastful virtue 


; i have always found to be the least 


sanguine, especially in politics. I hope 
therefore that the coming Congress 
will get oyer their clap-trap dema- 
gogzue nonsense, get down to business 
and give the Secretary of the Treasury 
authority to issue bonds in such 
amounts and at such times as in his 
discretion, sanctioned by the President, 
the needs of the government absolutely 


require, the rate of interest not to ex- 


ceed 3 per cent., and the amount to be 
restricted $200,000,000. This certainly 
would be conservative. Surely Presi- 
dent Cleveland and Secretary Carlisle 
oan both be trusted to exercise wisely 
such a privilege. Business men and 
wage-earners, they Republicans or 
Democrats, are united as a national 
party in favor of building up the in- 
terests of the country, and not pulling 
them down. All legislation, therefore, 
should be made to conform therewith. 
That certainly was the meaning of the 
recent revolution at the polls. Now that 
the panic is over and has con- 
signed to the rear, there would appear 
to be no breakers ahead to make an- 
other set-back of importance for many 
years to come, providing we have good 
at Washington. Business 
men can ely commence to predict 
operations on an extended scale, 


jon good judgment, without apprehen- 


sion of being overtaken by disaster. 

The sterling rate shows clearly the 
balance of exchange to be in our favor, 
and, notwithstanding that we have re- 
covered our gold exports for this year, 
lacking $12,000,000, we are still in a po- 
sition to draw from foreign nations 
considerable more. The New York 
banks show a surplus reserve of $53,- 
000,000, the largest ever held at this 
season of the year. During the panic 
they not only were compelled to issue 
$41,000,000 of clearing-house certificates, 
but they were $16,000,000 below their 25 
per cent. reserve besides. The money 
position, therefore, at this center, is 
very reassuring, and solvent business 
men with good assets should hereafter 
have no. difficulty in prosecuting and 
extending their business. Everybody 
should encourage a sentiment in favor 
of the country returning to a prosper- 
ous state as rapidly as possible. Gen- 
eral sentiment makes the strongest 
combination for good or evil that can 
be formed. It made the recent panic, 
as that was proven to be nothing but 
a Bull Run scare, and it can now eas- 
ily be turned to bring a tide of pros- 
perity for the coming decade unequaled 
by any previous one. The way, there- 
fore, is for everybody to take hold of 
the rope and give a long pull, a strong 
pull, and a pull altogether, and good 
times will surely result.

President Cleveland as a Sportsman. 

There was something wholésome .in 
the story that the first recreation of 
the President after the success of his 
silver policy in Congress, was a squir- 
rel hunt. The excursion had several 
pleasant features to recommend it to 
the people. The first was that the 
outing was not to Buzzard’s Bay or 
Hog Island. Those classical places 
are too damp. The air is too wet, and 
there is a suspicion of rheumatism in 
it. Shooting squirrels is better be- 
cause it is an open air and high-headed 
exercise. One does not hide himself 
or put out decoys to deceive and be- 
guile squirrels. A duck hunter 
crouches in a blind and behaves like 
& conspirator; and fishing is a tricky 
occupation hardly consistent with the 
decorum of a chief magistrate.

There are 
no animals of like weight that have 
an equal amount of brains, and objec- 
tion to shooting them in the head is 
a fad of Western marksmen, for the 
head is the best. eating, surpassing 
even the limbs or loin. The fact is, 
the young squirrel correctly cooked, is, 
as the colored citizen is represented 
to have said of the ’possum, rather too 
good to eat. Bad people have been 
known to say it must be a sin to eat 
fried squirrel, because it is so nice. 
The common sauirrel in the Virginia 
and Maryland woods is gray, but there 
are black, white and red squirrels, the 
white being the rarest and fairest.

The red 
squirrel is not a vivid object. He is a 
bronze brown with a coppery tinge on 
the belly..

dame ever caught that nameless insin- 
cerity of voice peculiar to a woman 
who has lived a life ‘“‘of gallantries,"’ 
as the French politely express it, is a 
marvel to me. 

A greater marvel is the nature of the 
criticisms which the play received. The 
universal opinion seemed to be that the 
author desired to show the impossibility 
of reform for such a woman. I greatly 
doubt this being the motive of the au- 
thor. At all events, he most powerfully 
illustrated the wish and willingness on 
the part of this erring woman to live 
a good life if she had been given the 
least encouragement. That she had 
outgrown her tendency to evil, just as 
men of real worth outgrow such ten- 
dencies, she proved as: the play pro- 
gresed; and the only reasons why her 
reform seemed “impossible,”’ were the 
obstacles placed in her path 80- 
ciety, and by a stepdaughter whose 
congealed virtue rendered the erring 
woman, in spite of her sins, the more 
attractive of the two. The most pow- 
erful impression made upon me by the 
Play was the absolute Christlessness 
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and refined cruelty of the goody-good 
woman. It was because of his martyr- 
dom as the husband of such a moman, 
that the hero of this play is led to the 
Opposite extreme in marrying a second 
time: and it was because of the frig- 
idly-virtuous daughter, that the second 
marriage proves a failure and ends in a 
tragedy. 

The lesson which I carried away 
from Mrs. Kendal's rendition of the 
“Second Mrs. Tanqueray” was this: 
the goody-good woman drives men ta 
aid in the downfall of other women— 
and she stands at the door of reform 
and hinders the fallen woman from ris- 
ing. again.

~ ANXIETY 


As to the Probable Course of 


Trade 1894. 


Banks Stutfed with Money Which is Not at 
Present Needed—Will Next Year 
Make Up the Loss in 
Production? 


PHILADELPHIA, Nov. 18.—(Cor. 
of the Columbus (O.) Dispatch.) 
The greatest anxiety prevails through- 
out the business world, at home and 
abroad, regarding the probable course 
of trade for 1894. The possibilities of 
a general European war are disturbing 
foreign moneyed and manufac- 
turing interests. The possibility 
of a depression on our side is still 
disturbing manufacturers and _.busi- 
ness men. The trouble is that very 
few agree as to causes or remedies, 
The silwer question is settled, but times 
are no better. One-half the people say, 
reduce the tariff duties; the other half 
say no; and there the matter stands. 
For six months less than one-half the 
usual production has been turned out, 
and less than half the usual amount 
of business has been done. People ex- 
nect all this to be made up for next 
year. No doubt it will be. Meantime, 
all sorts of manufacturing capacity is 
being increased a little. The banks 
are stuffed with money, which is not 
needed at present. The speculators and 
investors are all afraid to buy stocks. 
Promoters of new enterprises hardly 
know whether to go to work or not. 
Everything in the way of raw and fin- 
ished material is selling very low. A 
machine which cost $1000 two years 
ago, can now be bought for $700. There 
are a great many thousand farms of- 
fered for sale in the Eastern States. 
Hundreds of little shops, which were 
built last year, are now without work. 
Everything is unsettled, and it is dan- 
gerous to say what the outcome will 
be six months from now. 

There is one thing, however, which 
we can rely upon, and that is, that the 
natural requirements of the country 
will in time set every wheel turning. 
The low prices for labor and material 
must start work up very soon. 

In the iron trade there are evidences 
of a revival. Last week 24,000 tons of 
cast-iron pipe were contracted for in 
Philadelphia, and 15,000 tons of steel 
rails. Rails have dropped $7 per ton; 
duties will be reduced $8. Bridge build- 
ers want 40.000 tons of material for 
bridges next spring, but are not yet 
ready to buy. Immense sales of copper 
are being made, and the rumor is heard 
that all the copper mines will be work- 
ing full by next spring. 

The government has just placed a 
contract for steel projectiles with a 
Reading, Pa., concern, which will keep 
it busv for two years. Our engineers 
are making more efficient war material 
and devices than are made abroad. Our 
projectiles are more efficient; our ar- 
mor plates are harder to pierce; our 
torpedo boats are more dangerous, and 
our Columbia has just shown a greater 
speed than any other warship afloat. 

Eighty-two per cent. of the textile 
workers of Philadelphia are at present 
idle, and the prospects for their re-em- 
ployment are not encouraging. The em- 
ployers are waiting to see what will be 
done with the tariff. If any more duty 
is taken off of hosiery goods, the Ameri- 
can hosiery mills will be unable to 
work. Hostery importations would 
then increase, but importers would 
charge the highest possible _ price 
created by the scarcity, so that the 
public would get no benefit of the 
lower duties. 

Twenty-five carpet manufacturers in 
Philadelphia held a meeting last week 
and decided upon a general and sweep- 
ing reduction of wages. There are over 
five hundred textile mills in and around 
that city, which is the largest textile 
manufacturing ceriter in the country. 
The wage-workers have no money, and 
are living on charity. 

Large numbers of workers are idle in 
New York, as well as in Chicago, and 
other Western cities, and charitable or- 
ganizations are being everywhere 
formed to extend assistance to the suf- 
ferers. 

The scarcity of coal in England has 
forced prices in some localities up to 
$15 per ton. The miners in this coun- 


_try have at different times contem- 


plated a general strike, but it is not 
likely to ever be carried out. New coal 
mines are being opened constantly, and 
there seems to be no end to the valu- 
able coal deposits. 

For the first nine months of this 
year the fire losses in the United States 
amounted to $133,000,000 as against $108,- 

; forthe same period of 1892. 
Much of this loss is due to carelessness. 
The insurance companies are not mak- 
ing very much money. Inventors are 
busy trying to get up fire extinguishing 
appliances. 

All of the commercial organizations 
of Indianapolis are uniting to gather 
funds for the relief of the 6000 idle 
workmen in that city. The coming 
winter will be the most desperate to the 
unemployed, and there is but little pros- 
pect of increased work before March. 

Immigration has fallen off one-half 
and there are more foreigners returning 
to Europe now than ever befere. 

The chances are that 1894 will be the

While these opinions prevail, is it anj_ 
wonder that organists cater to the 
tastes, selecting a voluntary withou: 
thought for the service which is ts 
follow: or that he considers the post. 
lude but an opportunity to exhibit th« 
wonders of his instrument by some 
operatic selection, or a quick marel 
which figuratively pushes the congre. 
gation beyond the doors? On the con: 
trary, the opening note on the orgar 
should be considered the opening of the 
service—not an introduction to it, but 
an integral part of it; nor does the fac: 
that some people who are proverbiall: 
late in arriving at the church ente:— 
during its rendition, affect this rule ir 
the least. The selection should be 0} 
such a character as to tend to lead thi 
minds of the congregation uncon: 
sciously into a feeling of sympathy) 
with the place, and the object of thei 
coming—worship. This is the exceptior 
rather than the rule in churches today 
and it requires the study of one who is 
himself in accord with a spirit of wor 
ship—a point always to be considere¢ 
in the selection of an organist. ‘on 

But I insist that this is the excep- 
tion, because people do not look or 
church music in the right light. Ther 
see in the man at the instrument one 
who is paid to bring out the fine points 
of a $10, organ, without regard tc 
the incongruity (possibly) of an ope. 
ratic selection as introductory to a dis 
course on ‘e trials ‘of Job. Just as 
much as a pastor studies with a par- 
ticular theme, and selects his hymns 
with that thought uppermost, just sc 
much should an organist strive t¢ 
bring all the music of the service intc 
harmony with the pastor’s aim. 

There is no one to whom music doe: 
not speak sympathetically to a greate1 
or less degree, and whether it be ir 
the solemn march for the dead, or at 
the joyous wedding, the organ haa 
power to touch the vibrating soul o/ 
the hearer, which responds with teat 
or smile. Let the organist feel that 
@ congregation are in sympathetic 
tcuch with him, and his task is easie? 
by far. Let him feel that the major. 
ity are “‘aching’’ for a catchy air from 
“‘Erminie’ or ‘“Pinafore,’”’ and he is 
human enough to fall into the groove 
that leads to popularity. It is patent 
that this idea. of making selections 
with a veiw to appropriateness leads 
to a higher rather than a lower grade 
of music. Choice can be made from 
the great masters, for Bach has a place 
as conspicuous as Beethoven, and Wag- 
ner fits in where Batiste would be un- 
thought of. Flagler has concisely put 
this idea in these words: organ- . 
ist should seek simplicity and apgro- 
priateness, rather than to display his 
technique or the full capabilities of his 
instrument, regarding both as second- 
ary to the great end of aiding and 
dignifying public worship.”’ 

It is essential that the organist 
knows his instrument, is familiar with 
it from A ta Z. It is an aid to him to 
know the mechanical construction of 
it, and even tte composition of the 
pipes is not going into details too far. 
He should know it as the engineer 
knows his engine—every screw and 
bolt, and the returns will 
study. That he should have thorough 
knowledge of music goes without say- 
ing—harmony, ‘counterpoint, registra- 
tion and composition, to say nothing of 
orchestration, which is of great assist- 
ance. Of his relation to the choir this 
is not the place to speak ,except to say 
he should be choir-master. Experience 
teaches that no other condition is ag 
successful. 

The concluding voluntary should be 
of a character dignified and impressive, 
as far as possible in harmony with the 
character of the service, so that, as the 
congregation pass the doors they carry 
with them an impression of solemnity 
and grandeur—greater and more last- 
ing in its effect because unbroken from 
the time of entering the church.

The Happy Hostess With One Servant—A 
Charming Luncheon and How It 
Was Cooked and 

Served.

It is difficult for those who have 
. always had restricted means to believe 
that it is possible for the poor to be as 
artistic as the rich. 

‘They are apt to accept shabby sur- 
roundings, and the general dinginess 
“asa part of their lot. 7 


But with time and thought expended, | 
even 


“there can be a sumptuousn 
with “‘small means.” 

Fhe keynote to the refinement of a 
family is given in the dining-room. A 
drawing-room may be unattractive, its 
furniture faded and worn, but the soul 


that is satisfied with a cheerless-looking 
dining-room, is lacking in some essen- 
tial fine quality. 

A table, when only the simplest food 
is served, may be made to look attrac- 
tive and beautiful, and to have an air 
of festivity, even when only 
servant is kept. 

To begin with, a housekeeper with 
“ideals,” ‘will choose table-linen of a 
fine quality. Experience soon teaches 
that even wheres the purse has to be 
myst strictly considered, ‘fewer in 
quantity and finer in quality’ will 
always in the end be most economical. 
_. The tabie-linen of the present day is 
most artistic in its designs. There are 
damasks in lilies and. Marguerites, and 

ysanthemums and dandelions and 
olly-hocks and snowdrops, anda 
housekeeper with ideals will choose for 
the luncheon or dinner to he given a 
cloth suitable to represent some senti- 
ment she may wish to convey to some 
oye or more of the guests bidden; she 
will seek to interfuse even her inani- 
mate things with some touch of high 
sentiment. 
'-I know a lady who with only one 
servant manages to have the most de- 
fightful luncheons by simply giving her 


personal attention to the details, She. 
sentiment. 


She 
has inherited somie fine old china, and 
he places the plate that seems to her 
will appeal most to the individual who 
is to be seated there. In fact each 
Plate is chosen for each person. : 

No one sitting at her table would 
imagine there was not a most compe- 
tent cook responsible for the delicacies 
served. She has everything arranged 
in such a way there can not possibly 
be any confusion.

HOW THE LUNCHEON WAS SERVED 
The bisqué had been prepared in the 
early the croquettes fried and 
ready to be heated at the proper time,

pour over the peas, the salad mixed 
and the lettuce dressing in the ice- 
chest, ready at the | moment to be 
‘placed in the salad dish, leaving noth- 
ing to be done but the broiling of the 
chickens and the concoction of the po- 
-tato balls; ah of which was easily done

by a servant who pretended to be noth- 
ing but a good, plain cook. 

Just before the hour for serving, the 
cook made a change in her dress, and 
when she came into the dining-room 
she looked as trim and nice as if wait- 
ing were her only occupation. . The ice 
had been chopped, and was already in 
the tumblers, and she poured the water 
before announcing luncheon. 

The bisque was poured into a pitcher, 
and was served ,from the china-closet, 
hot as possible, and it seemed to me a 
dish fit for the gods. 

While the bisque was being eaten, 
she went quietly into the kitchen and 
put the croquettes on the dish, from 
which they were to be served, and the 
peas on another dish, and placed them 
in the slide where she could reach 
them; then, removing the plates, there 
were left another set, and she then 
passed the croquettes and peas. : 

She retired noiselessly again into the 
kitchen and dished the chickens .and 
potato balls, whch she then set before 
the hostess, for carving, and removed 
the second course. 

In the same way the dishes were re- 
moved, and the salad plates 
The plates were all arranged on a side- 
table, in the order they were to” be 
used, and all had been previously ex- 
plained to her, so that nothing was left 
to chance. Everything. was served from 
the pantry, except the chickens, 

Nothing was on the table but a large 
low bowl, holding marguerites that 
had been plucked from the green be- 
side the house, and a beautiful Sevres 
dish at each end of the table—one hol.l- 
ing salted almonds and one crushed 
rose leaves and violets mixed. A long, 
yellow sash ran through the center of 
the table, and a long branch of ivy 
ran down each side, that the hostess 
had cut from her own vines, She could 
rot afford hot-house flowers, but she 
gave thought, sentiment and taste as 
a substitute, and if she had spent any 
amount of money the effect could have 
been no better. I can truly say no 
luncheon, and I have seen many, both 
in the Old World and the New, ever 
impressed me as being in better taste. 

HOW LUNCHEON WAS COOKED. 

I afterward asked the hostess for the 
recipes of some of the dishes. 

The bisque was made as follows: The 
delicate parts of three lobsters were 
taken (omitting the tough bodies) and 
cut up with a silver knife; three pinis 
off cream was scalded, and into. it 
three tablespoonfuls of flour were 
stired, with one teaspoon mustard, one 
teaspoon sugar, one-half teaspoon salt, 
one tablespoonful vinegar, a pinch of 
red pepper, a piece of butter the size 
of an egg; it was then strained over the 
lIcbster. 

The croquettes were made of sweet- 
bread, and/the white meat of chicken 
mixed in |equal proportions, minced 
with a chopper; to a pint of the chopped 
meat and sweetbread a half pint of 
powdered butter crackers was added, 
one egg and enough of the cream sauce, 
of the same kind made for the bisque, 
was used to moisten it and make it of 
& proper consistency to roll into shape. 
These were seasoned with salt, pepper 
and a little onion juice, and, after being 
rolled in crumbs, fried a light brown, 
as they were to be heated the second 
time. 

The chickens were broiled in this 
manner—and it seemed to me a discov- 
ery, since a perfectly broiled chicken is 
not often eaten. They had been care- 
fully prepared, being rubbed with but- 
ter, or buttered as one might butter a 
slice-of toast; they were then. placed on 
a grate in a pan in a very hot oven, 
an owen capable of cooking them 
thoroughly in about twenty-five min- 
utes, Of course, the time for broilin 
chickens would have to be 
by their size. Then they were taken up 
crisp, beautifully browh, perfect, in 
fact, and fres

lows: One can shrimps, three or four ENGLISH RULE IN INDIA, 


whole tomatoes cut into slices, and if 
tomatoes are not in season the bottled 
whole tomatoes will do as well, and two 
heads of lettuce, the outside leaves 
taken off: the whole covered with a 
dressing that was once the pride of an 
French rofessor: Two scant table- 
spoons of mixed mustard and two full 
tablespoons of vinegar boiled together 
and stirred into the yolks of four eggs; 
then a gill of cream was scalded and 
a quarter pound of butter, freshly 
made. The whole was strained into a 
bowl, when a teaspoon of salt, a tea- 
spoon of sugar, two or three drops of 
enion juice and a saltspoon of cayenne 
pepper were added. When it is cold 
this is thé finest dressing I have ever 


‘tasted. If in boiling it seems to thicken 


too much add a little more cream. It 
should look rather thin when first 
strained, but will seem much thicker 
agg cool, It will keep a fortnight on 
ce. 

The cocoanut pudding was made thus: 
Three pints rich milk scalded and 


poured on six well-beaten eggs and two 


cups sugar and a small piece of butter, 
the size of a walnut. The whole was 
strained into a pudding dish, buttered 
in which one-third of a package of 
cocoanut had been placed. It was 
baked carefully to avoid wheying, and 
frosted while warm. The frosting was 
made of the whites of three eggs, with 
as much powdered sugar as could be 
beaten in, and a teaspoon of lemon juice 
advled for flavoring. It was set on the 
ice for some hours. 

As I have said. no one need feel that 


because they have not a great deal of | ®0 


ready money they need dwell out of 
the region of art. Those who live if the

One of the greatest wonders of the mod- 
ern world is the supremacy which-.Great 
Britain has acquired over the people of 
India, who are second in numbers only to 
the population of — end far outnum- 
ber any other nation ii world. rs) 
enly are they held in subjection by a com- 
handful of British trooyis, says 
he Boston Journal, but they contribute 
a native army for the maintenance of 
British power in India. This wonderful 
State of things is due, not -mérely to Brit- 
ish military eourage and skill, but money 
also to the wisdom and executive ability 
of the officials charged with the adminis- 
tration of civil affairs tn the country. 
Rome in her best days never showed 
more audacity and skit. English methods 
in law and government: have won the con- 
fidence of the people to a remarkable de- 
gree. Some idea of the magnitude of the 
task which England has in the manage- 
ment of her. magnificent session may 
be obtained the given by the 
census taken in 1891, which presents some 
very interesting and signifieant facts. 

It appears from this enumeration that 
Britain's Indian HNmpire comprises 1,50v,- 

square miles, and Wm 181 had a popu- 
lation of 287,000.00. The males exceed the 
females by 6000, In ten years the inhabi- 
tants increased 34,000,000, Contrary to the 
condition of things among the Western 
rations, the town population is only 9% 
er cent. of the whole. he ancient 
rahmanic religious belief still counts 
211,000,000 adherents. The Buddhists num- 
ber 7,000,000. The followers of Mohammed 
count up 57,000,000. The ancient pagan or 
native worshipers number 9,000,000, and 
the faith of 


there are. 99,000 who follow 
Zoroaster. The Christians number 2,250,- 


0. The people of India are not long-lived. 
Of this immense multitude only 15,000,000 
reach the age of 60. The illiterate com- 
prise 274,000,000 of the population. 

One cause of the success of the British 
in governing Irdia is found in the fact 
that 118 different languages or dialects are 
spoken, though some of them are doubt- 
less very similar. The differences of race, 
religion and language render a combina- 
tion against the English rulers almost im- 
practicable in .view of their judicious 
policy. The British management of ‘the 
ecuntry—in the construction of railroads 
and a system of irrigation by means of 
which faiiines are averted or ameliorated; 
the suppression of widow-burning, and 
female infanticide, and the proteetion of 
human life, especially female and child 
life—has stimulated the increase of popu- 
lation in such a degree—more than three 
million annually—that the limits of pro- 
duction of food are nearly reached. In 
view of this fact it is only a question of 
a short time when the surplus population 
of India will join the Chinese _ s in 
seeking new homes in other lands, and 
a fresh source of embarrassment will con- 
front the rulers of more civilized nations, 
since the newcomers are sure to be an- 
tagonized by the laboring classes, —
